President Cooidg e, Saturday , sig ned 
the postal pay bill, 
prov iding salary 
increases to postal 
employ es 
ag g re­ 
g ating about $08,000,000 and raising a 
rev enue from increased postal rates of 
about $60,000,000. 
Announcement at the W hite I louse 
tha* the president had sig ned the meas 
ure came as a surprise as earlier in 
dications were that he would send it 
to the postoffice departm ent and the 
budg et bureau 
before 
taking action 


on it. 
The bill which was receiv ed S atur­ 
day at the W hite House, prov ides for 
an av erag e increase of about $200 an­ 
nually in postal employ es’ salaries, ef­ 
fectiv e as of January 1, this y ear, and 
Increases postal rates, effectiv e April 
15, nex t, to raise about $60.000,000 of 
the $68,000,000 required for the pay 
adv ances. 
The bill also carries a "rider*' rec­ 
ommended 
by the senate 
campaig n 
funds committee strictly limiting cam ­ 
paig n ex penditures 
of cong ressional 
candidates. 
The salary increases aie 
similai to those carried in the m eas­ 
ure passed at the last session, which 
was v etoed hv President Coolidg e on 
the g round that nc prov ision was made 
to meet the ex penses incident to such 


a raise. 
The bill, which is one of the first 
pieces of g eneral leg islation sent to 
th e W hite H ouse this session, was ad­ 
v anced at the tim e the senate, by a 
v ery narrow' marg in v oted to sustain 
the v eto of the puv increase m easure. 
While no time limit is placed on the 
rate increase the hill prov ides lor a 
joint cong ressional committee to con­ 
duct hearing s this summer with a v iew 
to recommending further rev ision of 
echedules at the nex t session. 
The president had been made fa­ 


miliar with prov isions 
in the bill by 
Senator Moses, New Hampshire, a Re­ 
publican m em ber of the senat(e post- 
office committee who 
sponsored the 
bill in 
the senate and 
had been ad­ 
v ised as to 
its financial 
clauses in 
particular thru an analy sis of the hill 
by Postm aster General New. 
\\ hen the president left his office 
late Saturday it was 
not anticipated 
that he 
would 
take action 
on the 
postal measure for sev eral day s at 
least. 
After dinner, howev er, he re­ 
turned unex pectedly to his workroom 
sat down to his desk and placed his 
sig nature on the document, then walk 
ed to the telephone room and inform­ 
ed the operator to call the newspaper 
correspondents and 
inform them of 
his action. 
Instead of sending the m easure to 
ihe WhLa House by messeng er, as is 
the custom when cong ress takes final 
action on leg islation, R epresentativ e 
Rosenzlom, Republican W est Virg inia 
carried the document to the ex ecutiv e 
mansion in person.

All cases of disabled Would war 
veterans which were disallowed under 
terms of laws enacted prior to the 
Reed-Johnson hill of 19 24 are beinc 
reviewed by the United States vet­ 
erans’ bureau, according to word re­ 
ceived from Washington. 
This gen­ 
eral 
review 
Involves 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of eases. 
The review Is be­ 
ing made in response to 
a suggestion 
presented by tbe national rehabilita­ 
tion 
committee 
of 
the 
American 
Legion, 
General Frank T. Hines, director of 
the bureau, has set up a special sec­ 
tion of the bureau to review these 
cases. 
Special attention will be given 
to see if they are entitled to further 
consideration and 
action 
under the 
Reed-Johnson bill. 
The 
review 
has 
already 
covered 
more than 60,000 such cases. 
Favor­ 
able action has been taken or is in 
contemplation In some 6,000 cases, ten 
per cent of the number reviewed 
in 
1,865 cases approval of aw ards for 
payment has already been granted. 
Among the cases which had pre­ 
viously been disallowed are numerous 
death 
cases.
